Chief Forester Gra\ivs is nn his way 


to San Francisco to make Final ar- 
rangements under which a California 
lumber company will purchase 890 
million feet of timber on the Sierra 
National Forest. The timoer has al- 
ready been awarded, after public ad- 
vertisement, to the highest bidder, but 
under Uio terms of the advertisement! 
the final signing of the contract will 
not take place until the company has 
been shown on the ground what tim- 
ber the government will reserve from 
cutting in order to preserve good for- 
est conditions and provide for repro- 
duction.

SOO million feet, but naturally it will 
not be allowed to cut clean. Aa a rule 
the forest service reserves something 
like one-third of the forest stand in 
applying forestry on government hold- 
ings. A marking board made up of 
one man sent from Washington, one 
from the district office in San Fran- 
cisco, and the local forest suporvisor 


will carefully marl: a sample area, to 
show how thtt restrictions on cutting 
will be applied.

"The national forests contain, in all, 


the equivalent of nearly 600 billion 
1'eet of timber now of merchantable 
size, besides young growth for future 
harvest. Because of its remoteness 
from market and the wild, mountain- 
ous country, without transportation 
facilities, in which most of it lies, only 
a small percentage can now be sold 
on, any terms. Most of it would cost 
more to get it out than it would bring. 
The sale of less than one-fifth of one 
per cent of our total supply to one 
company leaves plenty of room for 
•competition by other companies."

ADDITIONAL TEACHERS NECESSARY 


There are 160 pupils enrolled at the 


Covina union high school this year 
Prof. ,T. .1. Morgan said yesterday that 
there are several changes in the cur 
riculum which have been considered 
but that no definite statement of a 
change can be made as yet.The super 
vising principal spoke of the plan al- 
ready decided upon by which the pu- 
pils of the botany, chemistry and other 
-science classes will be educated to the 
point required by the universities in 
six months of the term, and the re- 
mainder of the time allotted for these 
classes will be spent in a practical 
study of piant-lifo and such kindred 
subjects as will he beneficial to the 
scholar in dealing with agricultural 
and pomological problems. As was the 
case last year, many practical talks 
will be delivered to the scholars by 
men engaged in the various branches 
of the citrus industry, and the study 
of soil chemistry will be continued. 
The cooking classes are to be trained 
to cook and serve appetizing lunches, 
and for this purpose, one of the lunch 
counters which has been used during 
the noon hour in the basement will be 


taken out to make room for this Inno- 
vation. 


Prof. Mot-Ran stated that the enroll- 


ment in the Covina grammar school 
is ::SO, as against :!1G last year. The 
principal must provide another teach- 
er in addition to the present staff , as 
too many pupils are now under the 
supervision pf each teacher.
